2. SOVIET PREMIER KOSYGIN DEPARTED BELGRADE SEPTEMBER 26

PRESIDENT TITO AT BRIONI. KOSYGIN SEPENT ONLY PART OF MONDAY 
AFTERNOODN AND TUESDAY MORNING IN OFFICIAL TALKS WITH YUGOSLAV

RECOGNITION OF SPECIFIC TRAITS OF INTERNAL DEVELOPMENTS" - 
PRINCIPLES HE SAID WERE CORE OF BELGRADE DECLARATION OF 1955 
AND JOINT STATEMENT OF 1971 AND 1972. BIJEDIC ALMOST APPEARED 
TO BE LECTURING SOVIET GUEST ON SELF-MANAGEMENT AS "BASIS 
FOR YUGOSLAV SOCIAL-POLITICAL AND ECONOMIC SYSTEM". 

5. ACCORDING PRESS. KOSYGIN POSITIVELY ASSESSED YUGOSLAVIA'S 
AND TITO'S NONALIGNED POLICIES DURING SEPTEMBER 25 TALKS. 

MOST ATTENTION IN TALKS IS BEING DEVOTED, AS EXPECTED, TO ECONOMIC MA 
TTERS. 

6. COMMENT: ON THE SURFACE, KOSYGIN VISIT HAS GOTTEN OFF 

TO GOOD START. WE DOUBT, HOWEVER, WHETHER SOLUTIONS WILL BE 
FOUND SOON TO THE UNDERLYING PROBLEMS OF SLOW UTILIZATION 
OF SOVIET CREDITS BY YUGOSLAV AUTONOMOUS 
ENTERPRISES. 
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
